The SC Dept. of Archives & History 
Obsolete Note Auction 


A sealed bid auction of Civil War Era, Bank of the State of South 
Carolina Notes has just been announced for May, 2011. 


The Bank of the State of South Carolina was chartered in 1812 with 
the assets of the state and operated as the state Treasury. After the 
Civil War the bank joined in defeat and was formally closed during 
1869. Bills issued before December 20, 1860 were deemed to be 
legitimate by the Reconstruction government and were exchanged 
for twenty year state bonds and those issued later during 
Confederacy were considered worthless. However, with the shift in 
governmental control back to South Carolina, an act was passed in 
December of 1879 that allowed for any of the bank’s bills to be 
redeemed for 50% of the value payable in bonds. 


Beginning in February 1880 the notes were turned in and either ink 
cancelled or cut cancelled, bundled and sealed and set aside for 
destruction. The final destruction never took place and although we 
may never know why, we assume it was one of those tasks that was 
put off until later and then forgotten about. 


The boxes were stored with the State Treasurer’s storage area in the 
state house and when rediscovered in the late 1950s concern over 
theft prompted transfer to the State Archives in 1961. It is estimated 
that this group of notes numbers over a million items and occupies 
approximately 40 cubic feet of stack storage space. 


In 1991 the legislature added a proviso to the appropriations act that 
allows for the sales of these notes at public auction. Over the years, 
there have been several attempts at developing a solution to this 
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overwhelming project and in August 2007, Dr. Jack Meyer 
volunteered to start tackling the notes one bundle at a time. Since 
then, many volunteers and staff members have worked to sort the 
currency. 


Complete sets of the notes and sheets have been put aside as 
specimen notes for the Archives, State Museum, and other 
repositories to retain for reference and exhibit purposes with the 
remainder being sold at public auction in small groupings. As Dr. 
Meyer predicted, there has been little disruption of the collector’s 
market or negative publicity. “By releasing the notes a significant 
amount of funding could be realized for...more pressing 
[preservation] needs....” The alternative is to destroy the notes 
except for the specimen sets and as Dr. Meyer likes to point out, the 
Dept. would literally be throwing money away. 


By auctioning these notes, the Archives has been able to 
supplement its dwindling budget, and support collection 
preservation and access through purchasing storage equipment, 
supplies, and maintaining the online catalogs and indexes.

Hobbyist Leads Coin Courses 


On Feb. 16, 2011, Jim Barry completed teaching a four-week 
course titled “The History and Coinage of Ancient Greece.” 


The course was among those offered by the University of South 
Carolina Aiken’s Life Long Learning Program. It is the third one 
Barry had taught in the program. 


Barry is a life member of the American Numismatic Association, 
past president of the South Carolina Numismatic Association 
(SCNA), past vice president and founding member of Stephen 
James CSRA Coin Club of Aiken, SC, and a member of the 
lecturer’s bureau for the SCNA. 


Repeal of 1099 Reporting Pending? 


Did you know that the National Health Care Law contains a little 
known requirement for businesses to report purchases over $600 
during a year’s time? This reporting requirement extends all the 
way to the numismatic community and its dealers. Many have 
expressed strong concern about the new extensive paperwork load 
required to comply with the provision by small businesses. 


In Feb. the Senate voted 81-17 to repeal the 1099 provision and pay 
for the cost by directing the Office of Management and Budget to 
rescind unobligated federal funds. House Republicans would not 
accept the Senate effort. 


The U.S. House of Representatives voted March 3 to repeal the 
widely unpopular 1099 reporting requirement. Though the measure 
passed 314-112, it is unlikely to find much support in the Senate, 
according to Nicholas Pyle, Coordinator of Numismatists United 
for Political Action. 


The House and Senate have already voted several times to repeal 
the bill, but neither chamber has been able to find a mutually 
acceptable way to cover the lost revenue, said Pyle, whose group 
has been working to repeal the measure. 


Although businesses don’t have to fill out actual 1099 tax forms 
until 2013, they will have to get ready to track all purchases over 
$600 per person/business to comply with the reporting requirement. 


House Majority leader Eric Cantor, R-VA, said that the next step 
will have to be negotiation. “We’ll have to see where the 
differences lie between the two bills,’ Cantor said. “Hopefully we 


can get this to the President’s desk as quick as possible.” 


Stay tuned.

2011 5-Ounce ATB Coin on Sale in April 


Have you bought your “silver hockey puck” yet? 


The Gettysburg design will be the first of the 2011 America the 
Beautiful (ATB) 5-ounce coins to be sold to the Mint’s Authorized 
Purchaser (AP) network in late April, the Mint has announced. 


The Mint has 125,000 of the coins produced and ready to go to the 
Philadelphia Mint, according to acting Mint Director, Richard 
Peterson. 


The five 2011 ATB bullion coins will be offered one at a time in 
sequence unlike the 2010 coins, which were sold as part of 33,000 
five-coin sets. 


Rules imposed on the AP’s to ensure fair distribution for the 2010 
sets will not apply to the 2011 ATB sales, though the Mint plans to 
allocate the coins evenly to the AP’s that want to sell them to their 
usual bullion coin distribution channels. 


The Mint is also giving the AP’s the chance to escape the 
distribution rules for the 2010 coins. These rules led to complicated, 
confusing and questionable methods of sales to the public. 


Once the AP has certified to the Mint in writing on its letterhead 
that it has sold all of its share of the 33,000 sets sold by the Mint 
last year, it will be free to enter the secondary market to buy 
additional supplies in numbers and at prices that are not subject to 
Mint scrutiny or control. This certification also is a required step for 
the AP’s to participate in the 2011 program. 


Availability for the numismatic version of the 2010 set has not yet 
been determined. The Mint has 27,000 sets of these that it will sell 
directly to collectors through its website and telephone order 
numbers. 


The 125,000 number is likely to apply to all five designs this year, 


Peterson revealed, though the numbers could be raised depending 
on the availability of blanks and public demand.

Settlement Reached in Cipoletti Case 


On Feb. 23, as trial was expected to begin in Colorado, a settlement 
was reached between former ANA Executive Director Christopher 
Cippoletti and the ANA Board of Governors, which fired him in 
2007. The settlement included a confidential payment of money by 
Cipoletti to the ANA. 


“I’m pleased to report that after nearly six years, we can finally 
focus all of our efforts on our educational mission and servicing the 
members of our esteemed Association,’ said ANA Executive 
Director Larry Shepherd. 


The settlement ends a long legal saga that began in July 2005 when 
Cipoletti filed suit against former ANA employees and a former 
ANA vendor. Cipoletti was dismissed as Executive Director of the 
ANA for cause on Oct. 15, 2007, and the lawsuit against the former 
ANA employees was resolved in July, 2008. 


Cipoletti filed and arbitration case seeking additional payment 
under his employment contract. In May 2009 an arbitrator held that 
Cipoletti was terminated for cause and that he breached his 
fiduciary duties to the ANA. In July, 2009 the arbitrator issued a 
second decision that Cipoletti pay $53,550.26 to cover the expenses 
of arbitration. 


In Sept. 2009 a Judge confirmed both of the arbitrator’s decisions. 
Cipoletti then appealed the Judge’s ruling on the arbitration case. 


The most recent settlement resolves all pending lawsuits.
